This river 
would be navigable for 1500 miles from its mouth, 
but for an obstruction of drifted timber, called the 
Great Raft, which commences some distance a- 
bove Natchitoches, in La. and extends 120 miles 
upwards to near the state line. A wide alluvial 
margin, dry, and rich as human avarice could de-
